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Russel vs. Campbell. 

This action which has been pending for 
some time past in the Court of Chancery,(and 
which has been watched with considerable 
interest by the residents of Madoc owing to 
the defendants being old and well known 
residents of this place, and the land in dis- 
pute being situate here ;) was concladed in 
Toronto on the Sth instant. 

The particulars of the action may be briefly 
stated as followa: The plaintiff, Sarah Kus- 
sel of Montreal, first obtained title to the 
land as administratrix of the estate of the 
late Colin Russel, and in the year 1858 sold 
the Mt to one Donald Campbell, the father 
of Allen, aud husband of Catharive Campbell, 
the present defendants, at a certain sant. 

In the year 1861, the plaintiff porchased 
the lot bak from Donald Campbell at a cer. 
tain sum, and Donald Campbell at the same 
time entered into a written agreement with 
the plaintiff to pay a certain rent for the 
premises, Shortly afterwards Donald Camp, 
bell left Madee, and from that time down to 
the year 1875, the present defendants con- 


tinnally resided thereon, but without paying 


rent to the plaintiff as agreed by Donald 
Campbell. 

In the year 1875, the plaintiff commenced 
proceedings in ejectment to recover posses. 
sion of the premises from the defendant, 
Catharine Campbell. X. settlement was ef. 
fected in the latter part of that year, by 
which the defendant, Allen Campbell, agreed 
to purchase the premises for $600, payable as 
follows: A cash, and the balance to be seeur- 
ed by mortgage at 7 per cent.; he (Allen) 
shortly afterwards paid $100 to the plaintiff 
as part of the cash payment, and in the fol. 
lowing year pail $35 more upon the purchase 
money ; since then he has paid nothing upon 
the place, and the two amounts mentioned 
above inclnde all the monies paid hy the de- 
fendant to the plaintiff. 3 

The deed and mortgage were never execut- 
ed and delivered by the respective parties, in 
pursuance of the said agreement and latterly 
Allen Campbell refused to carry ont or ac- 
knowledge the said agreement of sale. 

In consequence of Allen Campbell denying 
the said agreement and refusing to carry out 
the same, he plaintiff brought this action to 
recover possession of the premises as against 
the defendant, Catharine Campbell, and to 
enforce Allen Campbell toa specific perform · 
ance of his agreement to purchase, or in the 
alternative for possession of the land and 
premises ws against him also. 

The defendant, Allen Campbell, defended 
the action by, let denying he had entered | 
into a written contract of purchase and set 
up and plead The Statute of Frauds“ (29 
chap., 2nd cap. 3) in support thereof; and, 
2nd by denying that the plaintiff had, or 
could make title iv herself to the premises in 
diapute. The defendant Catharine Campbell 
also defended the action by, Ist denying the 
plaintiff's title to the land in question ; and, 
2nd by pleading in her defence? “The Statute 
of Limitations,” 

The action came on for trial at the Chan- 
cery sittings in Belleville in October laat, and 
and was then referred to 8. 8. Lazier, Eaq., 
Local Master at Belleville, to take the evid. 
ence and Report upon the facts to the Court. 
The matter was almost immediately after- 
wards proereded with before the Master. The 
plaintiff did not press the claim for specific 
performance of the said agreement as against 
Allen Campbell, but asked merely for posses- 
sion of the lands as againat both defendants. 

The Master duly reported his findings 
(which were in favor of the plaintiff) to the 
Court at Toronto. The matter was argued 
bofore the Court of Chancery in Toronto on 
the th inst., and judgment was given in 
favor of the plaintiff, giving her possession 
of the lands and premises, and ordering that 
the defendants pay all costs except those in- 
curred in reference to the abandoned claim 
for “‘npecific performance.’
